ROOSEVELT APPROVES RETAIL CODE 
Premier Daladier Makes Last Stand As Defeat Looms 


SMALL TOWN 
STORE KEEPERS 
ARE EXEMPTED 


Retail Merchants Employing Less Than Five 


Persons in Towns of 2,500 or Less Not 
Bound by Agreement—No Store May Sell 
an Article for Less Than Invoice Cost. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 — 


(AP) 
— President Roosevelt, 


in approving the retail trade 
code last night, swung the 
NRA program into a new 
course by exempting both 
from the code and from the 
voluntary re - employment 
agreement, retail stores em- 
ploying less than five persons 
in towns of 2,500 or less. 


Making public the text of the 


code. Recovery Administrator Hugh 
S. Johnson said that this was done 
because "our experience shows that 
the amount of re-employment and 
wage increase in these establish- 
ments is not enough to offset the 
hardship entailed." 


"He is asking those who can do 


so to continue under the former 
rule," Johnson continued. 
"With all who do. the blue eagle 
remains. By all others the blue 
eagle with the exemption chevron 
(a white bar across the face of the 
emblem) may be displayed. 
"This should relieve the farmer of 
retail mark-ups due to increased 
expense." 
Johnson at the same time re- 


vealed that the president had ap- 
proved a plan which will be put 
into effect at once by which local 
tribunals will be set up to hear any 
complaints which individuals wish 
to make of alleged retail profiteer- 
ing. 


Protective Measure. 


"By these means," Johnson said, 


"we believe we can protect ths 
farmer against price increases whicb 
do not come as a direct result .of. 
the cost of re-employment." 


Johnson explained the reasons for 


a. minimum price control provision 
in the code as being due to the 
selling of a few items at a loss, 
especially by chain stores, in order 
to get people into the store. The 
provision as written into the code 
provides that no store 
under Hs 


terms may sell an article for less 
than its invoice cost plus at least 
a portion of the wages paid to em- 
ployes in the store. 
"This is frankly an experiment," 
said Johnson. "A distinguished com- 
mittee is to be appointed at once to 
watch closely the operation of this 
code and to make raecommendatio,-, 
on February 1."

The price control or loss limita- 


tion provision of the retail 
codt 


contains a declaration that use 
'loss leaders" 
shall be an unfair

' But the selling price of articles 


to the consumer, ' reads the code 
should include an allowance for 
actual wages of store labor, to be 
fixed and published from time to 
time by the trade authority herein- 
after established 
"Such an allowance for labor neec 
not be included in the selling price 
of an article of food, or be applied 
by storekeepers doing business onlv 
in communities of less than 2 50( 
population (according to the 1930 
census) which are n°t part of a 
larger trade area 
"Provided, however, that any re- 


tailer may sell any article of mer- 
chandise at a price as low as the 
price set by any competitor in his 
trade area on merchandise which 
is identical or essentially the same 
if such competitors price is set '*i 
conformity with the foregoing pro 
vsions. 


Not a Violation. 


"A retailer who thus reduces t 
orice to meet a competitor's price as 
before defined shall not be deemed 
to have violated the provisions of 
this section if such retailer immedi- 
ately notifies the nearest represent- 
ative retail trade organization of 
such action and all facts pertinent 
thereto " 
Johnson's statement accompany- 


ing publication of the code, while 
pointing to exemption of the small 
communities as a measure to help 
the farmer, asserted that "there can 
be no turning back on the re-em.

Things are not always as they 
seem. This truism applies to the 
case of the married woman worker, 
as to other phases of life. 
Theie 
are many cases of married women 
who work who apparently have no 
vital need for the salary which they 
earn, whereas in reality, this salary 
Is of great Importance indeed. 


Salaried women, who have salaried 
husbands, are coming; in for much 
critisism these days. Personally, I 
think the condemnation in general 
Is unfair. In the first place, I believe 
the worker is worthy of his hire, re- 
gardless of his needs, his personal 
life, or even of his color or creed. 
In the second place needs are of- 
ten much greater than they appear 
to the casual observer, and family 
finances are often much more in- 
volved than outsiders can know of. 


For example, one such married 


worker that I know of. has been 
literally supporting an aged father 
and mother, paving off the mort- 
gage on the home farm and mean- 
while providing the 
food, shelter 
and clothing for the two. Pride 
prevents this woman from making 
any outcry about her responsibili- 
ties, so she Is freely classified as a 
woman who works for excitement. 


Another 'woman, herself the moth- 


er of three children, is giving her 
husband's brother his opportunity 
for college education, through help- 
ing out with home expenses so the 
husband can mail a. sizeable check 
to the worthy brother every month. 


Another woman is hanging grimly 


onto a very difficult job hoping 
that she may theretiy accrue enough 
savings to enable her husband to 
start a business of his own. She Is 
shrewd enough to know that his 
earning powers as a salaried man 
are limited, that they never can 
make their desired goal of educa- 
tion, for their four children unless 
he can utilize his abilities In a busi- 
ness of his own. 


And so It goes, each family car- 


rying its own burdens and striving 
for goals which are well worth the 
fight. We have no right to criticize, 
even though there are still many 
unmarried women seeking Jobs. 


Fleeting Jobs. 


Dear Minerva" At a recent social 


function, the conversation was cen- 
tered about woman's unfairness to 
her own sex. The cosensus of opin- 
ion was that women are generally 
greedy and are not showing good 
sportsmanship toward other women 
during these years of depression. 
Too many employed women con- 


ceal the fact that they are mar- 
ried and have husbands who are 
able to support them in comfort, if 
not in luxury.

If E. M. Bair, head of the street 


department, can o'Jtain the ap- 
proval of his colleagues on the city 
council, regulations on yellow park- 
Ing lines will be completely 
re- 


vamped, he declared Monday. It is 
his idea, that all yellow lines should 
be established by the council, and 
not by the head of the street de- 
partment. 


According to Mr. Bair, 
never a 


day passes without one or more ap- 
plications being filed for new lines, 
or extensions of the old ones. As 
a result the problem has grown un- 
til it should no longer be under the 
control of any one person. 


One of the changes Mr. Bair will

Shoppers' 
parking places, in the opinion of 
Mr. Bair. should be 
changed to

Another problem Mr. Bair will 
try to solve is that of providing 
parking places at apartment houses 
near the business district. At pres- 
ent it is nearly impossible for res- 
idents of these places to find park- 
ing spaces even for a short time, 
near their homes. He will propose 
yellow lines, if the owners will pay 
the cost of the painting Permission 
to paint the curb would be given 
by the' council only on application.

HOSE beautiful lines which Shakespeare placed 
In the mouth of Portia: 


"The quality of mercy is not strained 
It droppeth as the gentle dew from heaven" 


might be paraphrased very excellently to extend to 
another human trait—patience. 


The American people heard President Roosevelt 


Sunday night in another magnificent plea for pa- 
tience, for understanding, and for faith. It was a 
very necessary appeal, for in many sections there 
were the unmistakable signs of strain, of a breeding 
spirit of bitterness, which augured no good for the 
future, and which, if permitted to run riotously 
without question as to the ultimate end, easily might 
undo all of the very measurable gains of recovery 
that have been accomplished. And yet, it was so 
typically American. We demand speed in this 
country. We expect things to happen overnight. We 
forget that Uncle Sam has been a very sick man, 
sick well nigh unto death, trembling and tottering 
from twelve woozy years of thoughtlessness, 
reck- 


lessness, and dissipation, and in some miraculous 
fashion, we expected his head to clear, his steps to 
become firm, and he himself to resume the march 
forward with the vigor, the strength, and the speed 
of normal times. 


It isn't possible either in the kingdom of nature 


or the kingdom of man. 


And so the president spoke with the mature 


philosophy of the wise philo'sopher, the courage and 
sincerity of a brave man who has confidence in 
himself, his people, his nation's institutions, and in 
the economic soundness of his own program. 
He 


pointed out what had been accomplished, without 
boast or flapdoodle, and the sum total represents 
such a gigantic achievement that properly he could 
have been pardoned had he seen fit to have taken 
more credit to himself. But the man in the White 
house today is not concerned with the past, but with 
the future. He will not be satisfied until America 
is busy again—all of America—teeming with 
life 


and activity—all of the misery, distress, and desti- 
tution a black memory—farms and farmers secure 
in operations 
on a profitable basis—the millions 


within the cities at work at wages permitting them 
to live decently.

* 


O ONE recognizes better than the president 
himself that it is a difficult thing to be patient 


when the pockets are empty, the cry of the stomach 
unanswered, loved ones miserable, and there is the 
dark shadow of the possible loss of home or farm. 
What human problem could appeal more strongly 
to the emotions of sympathy and compassion? 
To 


this, the president made direct answer. As has 
been mentioned so frequently in these columns, he 
is asking the creditor to use patience and 
under- 


standing .that people shall not be deprived of their 
homes and their farms, until every step humanly 
possible has been taken. He is pleading for con- 
ciliation and for forbearance, as directly contrasted 
with bitterness and the dangerous spirit -which, grow 
out of a feeling of resentment, due to unfairness and 
injustice. 


He is able to point to a 40 percent gain In em- 


ployment, to a substantial increase in some of the 
commodities of the farm, to an effort to relieve the 
pressure of debt, to a measurable progress in un- 
loosening the channels of credit, in order that the 
more pressing: obligations can be met and that hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars now frozen tight may 
come forth to warm the currents of trade and com- 
merce. He is able to point to a plan-controlled cur- 
rency of a sound character, adequate not only for 
the needs of this nation, but secure from the un- 
settling effects of disturbing developments in other 
parts of the world. 


It was an address which should meet with full 


approval, which should go a long way toward sus- 
taining the widespread confidence which the Ameri- 
can people have in their present leadership. 
It 


reveals the qualities of the honest heart, the gallant 
fighter, the unswerving devotion of purpose to ac- 
cept crushing responsibility and to conquer. Behind 
the leader, the American people may march with ! 
banners unfurled. There must be unity in the ranks 
and faith in the commander. 
There must be that 


glistening quality of patience which enables a na- 
tion to wage a mighty battle, to face Imposing ob- i 
stacles. endure hardships, and smile through It all', 
to victory. 
! 


repudiate her signed obligations In toto. This she 
has now done, and she now serves notice that here- 
after she will act according to her own will, particu- 
larly in the matter c' building up new armaments 
for the war that her leaders evidently expect and are 
planning for. 


The old system of European alliances and counter- 


alliances will undoubtedly be resurrected to hold con- 
flicting ambitions of the great powers in check. That 
system in itself contains the seeds of future wars. 
If there had been no "triple alliance" or "triple en- 
tente" In 1914 the World war would not have been 
started. It was because Austria-Hungary knew she 
had Germany's backing that she began the invasion 
of Serbia; it was Russia's reliance on French and 
British aid that caused the czar to declare war on 
the Austrian empire; and the rest followed in na- 
tural sequence. 


Once more, as Americans view the gathering war 


clouds In Europe, they may feel devoutly thankful for 
the different atmosphere which prevails on the North 
American continent. ,in contrast to the undying ra- 
cial feuds and hatreds of the trans-Atlantic nations, 
and their selfish nationalism which has destroyed 
mutual confidence among them, this country and 
its close neighbors 
will continue to get along on 


terms of friendship and good will toward each other. 


HONOR ENOUGH FOR BOTH. 
FOLLOWERS of Cornhusker football should 
be 


gratified deeply with the victory which a valiant 


squad scored against Kansas Aggies last Saturday. 
In recent years, the annual game between the two 
institutions has been taking on the color of a classic. 
It has been hard fought, with the outcome deter- 
mined as a result of some spectacular play, and with 
the finest exhibition of football skill packed into 
the whole contest. 


Two years ago at Manhattan, it was the flying 


feet of Lewis Brown, scurrying like a rabbit through 
the entire Aggie team, which brought victory to 
the Cornhuskers in the dying minutes of the game. 
Again, last Saturday, the decision came as a result 
cf brilliant football. Four out of five times the 
Aggies had completed forward passes, with deadly 
precision and bullet-like speed, to drive the Nebraska 
team back to its 15-yard line. And then came one 
of those back-to-the-wall stands which are sung in 
verse and song. Four times, the Aggies charged the 
Ccrnhusker ramparts—once with a smash at the 
line and three times with the same weapon which 
had proved so successful only a second before. When 
the smoke lifted, the Aggies no longer were on the 
15-yard line, but had been driven back to the 37- 
yard line. That is football. It alone could sustain 
the claim that to the better team went the laurels. 
But on the opening play which followed with Ne- 
braska 
in possession 
of the 
ball, Boswell broke 


through the line, raced 56 yards to plant it at a 
point from which the deciding touchdown resulted. 


There is honor enough for both victor and van- 


quished in a game of this kind. 


WHAT MAKES AN ELEPHANT 
SICK? 
IN A southern town recently, three elephants be- 


longing to a circus group were left behind be- 


cause they were sick. The elephant is a stout ani- 
mal, and also a wise one. Death comes to it as to 
every living thing, but in the wild state the elephant 
eats sanely, escapes much of the heavy mortality 
both as an infant and as a full grown, mature ani- 
mal which falls to the lot of so many species of 
wild life, and retains a ripe old age. It is only 
when human b5aigs attempt to alter the natural 
eating habits of the elephant that he comes on sorry 
days. And in the natural manner, it is imaginable 
easily that some of his wariness, some of his caution 
in eating is lost when small boys and girls and 
people not so small tempt him with all manner of 
edibles. 


THE LEAGtE'S USEFULNESS ENDED. 


ERMANTS final step in withdrawing from the ] 


League of Nations will probably end the "noble | 


experiment" which Woodrow Wilson forced upon the 
allied nations of Europe at the close of the World 
•war. so far as its exercising any dominant influence 
on the future course of world events is concerned. 
Without German participation the league is impotent 
to make effective any decision that its other mem- 
bers might reach, except as to their relations wfih 
one another. 


It was the United States that put the first crimp 


In the League of Nations when Senator Lodge or- 
jnuiUed his "battalion of death" and defeated ratifi- 
cation of tlie Versailles 
taraiy. 
Thus, 
ironically. 


America surrendered her leadership in what might 
hare been a successful movement to reorganise the 
world on the basis of enduring peace, and left war- j 
torn Europe to struggle out of the situation as best 
she could. 


When this country threw over Wilson's handiwork i 


and roted to go it alone, the 
only influence that j 


might have restrained France from carrying out her ' 
punitive program against Germany was withdrawn, i 
Great Britain at that time. too. was determined to 
"make Germany pay to the last farthing" for the 
cost* of war inmntd by the allies. These two pow- 
ers, by imposing oppressive terms upon their late an- 
tagonist, sowed the seeds which have :wr brought 
& harvest of Hltlerism and renewed war dangers.. 


-Germany, herself, has been equally to blame 


the allies for the collapse of the international 
undertaking. Her course throughout has been 
«ive and of a character that justified the suspicioTi

IEWSPAPES! 


TEACHING THE BIG MUDDY GOOD MANNERS. 
I^TEBRASKA is a landlubber state and most of its 
1^1 people have very hazy ideas about the ways 
and means by which the federal 
government 
is 


undertaking to transform the wide and tortuous 
channel of the Missouri river, filled with innumer- 
able sandbars and shallows, into a stream of suf- 
ficient uniform depth to carry heavily laden freight 
barges. 


There are plenty of Nebraskans anxious to find 


out about it, however, as may be judged from the 
hundreds of cars from all over the state that are 
seen every nice' day now congregated on the river 
banks near Brownville, Peru, and other points where 
river improvement work has started. The 
owners 


and occupants of these cars are certainly showing 
plenty of interest in the process of opening up this 
region for waterbome traffic. 


As nearly as the process can be explained from 


an inexpert and non-nautical standpoint, it is about 
like this; 


The engineers select a part of the river bed 


where one shore curves far inward and then out 
again, forming a large bay. as the scene of opera- 
tions. Then, beginning at the upstream end of this 
indentation, they begin driving a row of piles slant- 
wise from the shore toward a point further 
down 


where the line would meet the peninsula of land 
jutting out into the river. The object is to cut off 
the bay. force the main current out into midstream, 
and convert the enclosed area into land built up 
from sediment deposited by the water. 


On the shoreward side of the row of piling a 


huge "mat" is constructed of long boards lying flat- 
wise in the water and fastened together like a giant 
lattice fence. This may be forty or fifty feet wide 
and of any length from a couple of city blocks up 
to a quarter mile or more. The "mat" is anchored 
during construction to keep it from floating away, 
until it Is ready to be put in place. 


Next comes the real business in hand, that of 


"laying the dike." The upper end of the "mat" is 
forced under water almost at the shore line and 
"tacked down" to the bottom of the river bed by 
half a dozen wooden piles, each 35 or 40 feet long 
and driven 15 feet or more into the substratum to 
hold them securely in place. Finally, great masses of 
rode are hauled in on boats and dumped on top of 
the "mat" as it lies on the bottom, covering it two 
or three feet deep. 


The rest of the mat is similarly submerged, a 


section at a time, and forms a wall on the floor of 
the stream, just inside the original line of piling 
that juts out from the shore. This piling keeps the 
"mat" from being moved sidewise into the middle 
channel. The piling "spikes" driven directly into 
the "mat" bind it to the floor of the side channel. 
while the rocks heaped upon it serve as a partial 
dam to deflect the current out away from the shore. 


This fixes everything in shape for "or Man 


River" to finish the job. The water near the shore 
is retarded sufficiently in its flow 50 that it loses 
much of its mud content, which lodges behind the 
rock "dike." as it is called, and gradually raises the 
level of the bottom.

The paper said the plan "bewild- 


ered orthodox bankers and econom- 
ists" who found, it "completely at 
variance with tested monetary pre- 
cepts.'' There were some, however, 
who expressed the belief that al- 
though it was "a new and unde- 
veloped idea,' 'it might turn out to 
be "a pretty good thing."

"monev changers.'" the second such 
allusion since Mr. Roosevelt took 
office, was not lost upon the fi- 
nancial district.

Beer of 3.2 
per cent voltage by weight is ex- 
actly the same as 4 per cent beer 
by volume, the recognized govern- 
ment standard for seventy years, 
the recognized standard of every 
country on earth that has an ex- 
cise system." 
"As a matter of fact," he con- 
tinued, "many of the 
European 


beers that are classed as intoxicat- 
ing liquors contain less than even 
3 per cent alcohol. It is only log- 
ical then to believe that ths beer 
foisted upon America by the re- 
cent act of congress is actually 
stronger than the beer which we 
had in the old saloon days." 


Rules Reveal True State. 


Mr Johnson continued by dis- 


cussing tha proposed regulation of 
the beer traffic, with the accom- 
panying 
rules, 
restrictions 
and 


regulations, and charged that "this 
multitude of regulations is an ad- 
mission in itself that the beer is 
intoxicating as a matter of fact."

challenging features of industrial 
recovery legislation. It

an appeal by Leo Nebbia

Roosevelt Aims to Re- 


place Poor Lands and 


Reduce Surplus. 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
23—OT— 


More than a billion and a quarter 
dollars will be spent in the next 
two years to carry out President 
Roosevelt's program 
for 
the re- 


placement of poor farm lands with 
good, and for a reduction of all 
surplus crops. 


Figures furnished today by offi- 
cials working 
on 
the 
program 


showed that on the one hand the 
government is preparing to spend 
upward of $900,000.000 to reduce 
crop surpluses and to buy up some 
of the existing excess to feed the 
needy. 
On the other, $300,000.000 


approximates 
the 
amount 
that 


will be spent for irrigation, recla- 
mation, research, and for teaching 
the farmer efficiency. 


The Objective. 


The objective as President'Roose- 


velt has outlined it to his aides 
is this: 
First, to turn to pasturage or 


some other use the marginal or 
sub-marginal lands which cannot 
be farmed economically. 


Second, to replace, on the aver- 


age, three acres of that land with 
one acre of new soil that win 
produce less than the three acres 
but on a more soundly economic 
basis. 
Third, to hold 
production of 


basic commodities on all lands to 
a point where they will cease to 
pile up surpluses. 


Dr. Rexford Guy Tugwell, assist- 


ant 
secretary 
of agriculture, is 


charged with the arduous job of 
harmonizing the multifold federal 
activities in this direction. Which 
means that he must try to balance 
the crop reductisn program against 
the research work, federal aid to 
colleges and experiment stations, 
irrigation and reclamation activ- 
ities and the public works admin- 
istration's bulding program. 


Benefits to Fanners. 


For instance, the agriculture de- 


partment 
is 
paying benefits to 


farmers who stop producing cotton, 
wheat, 
hogs-corn, 
tobacco 
and 


other crops on-poor lands. At the 
same time, the interior 
depart- 


ment and public works adrrinis- 
tration are spending money to re- 
claim and irrigate new lands. 
In the next two years, the gov- 


ernment could, and probably will, 
spend around $350,000,000 for a 25 
per cent cut in 
hog production 


and a 20 per cent reduction in 
the corn output. 


It will give about $240,000,000 to 


farmers for wheat reduction, $222,- 
000,000 for cuts in the cotton crop, 
$5.000,000 to tobacco growers. 


There also will be spent around 


$130.000,000 more to buy hogs for 
the needy and amounts yet to be 
determined 
to 
purchase 
surplus 


wheat and dairy products for "the 
same purpose.

ROME. Oct. 23—(INS)—A prophet 


without hor.or in his own country 
and worse, than that, a prizefightei 
\vithout pay, was the fate of Primo 
Camera today and the huge Italian 
did not relish the situation a bit. 


The world's heavyweight cham- 


pion heard 70,000 fans boo and hiss 
him Sunday when he outpointed 
Paulino Uzcudun, basque challeng- 
er. The Italian fans liked Carnera'a 
impressive 
boxing 
in the 
early 


rounds, but when he failed to score 
a knockout their cheers turned to 
jeers. 


The result of the fight was never 
in doubt. Camera took every round. 
Premier Mussolini and James Roos- 
evelt, eldest son of the president 
of the United States, were among 
the spectators. The receipts totalled 
about $117,500. of which Paulino re- 
ceived 10 per cent. Camera will get 
nothing. Most of the profits will be 
used for relief work by the fascist 
party. But Camera will get a com- 
mandership in 
the 
order of the 


Crown of Italy. 


First Defense Of Title. 
The battle was the first heavy- 


weight title fight ever staged in It- 
aly and the first defense by Camera 
of the title he won when he knocked 
out Jack Sharkey of Boston in New 
York on June 29. 


Camera fought well throughout, 
but he had every advantage. At 24 
years he was 10 years younger than 
Ms opponent. Camera's weight was 
officially announced as 259 pounds, 
against 221 for the Basque, but tue 
newspapermen said the Italian real- 
11 weighed 265 and Paulino 202. 


Paulino had nothing but fortitude 
and finally, when the

could not batter him down in the 
final two rounds, the 
Basque's 


sraveness against such odds brought 
him the applause of the crowd.

D. Rockefeller, jr., laid In completed 
form before the public today the 
report of his study Into the prob- 
lems of liquor control after repeal— 
a report which expressed the hope 
that legalized sale of alcohol might 
mark the beginning of real temper- 
ance. 


The study, of broad sociological 


nature, regarded as its prime ob- 
jectives the abolition of lawlessness. 


I and the focusing of all forces

society on development of self con- 
trol and temperance in the use of 
spiritous beverages. 


Stresses Three Points. 


The study was undertaken 
by 


Raymond B. Fosdlck and Albert L 
Scott at Rockefeller's request a year 
ago. when Rockefeller desterted the 
traditional family position to come 
out for repeal. 


Three points are stressed in the 
report—state control of liquor sales, 
elimination of the profit motive, and 
taxation primarily for social con- 
trol rather than revenue. 


In this connection state-owned re-

come before December 5 or 6, dates 
set for ratification conventions in 
them.

and 
New Jersey 
will be 


scanned closely by national demo- 
cratic and republican leaders for an 
indication, if any, of a swing in po- 
litical sentiment from the demo- 
cratic landslide of 1932. it will be 
informative as to what they might 
expect in the congressional elec- 
tions a year hence. There are minor 
elections in other states. 


Watches N. Y. Election. 
The three-cornered mayoral race 


in New York City is attracting na- 
tionwide attention largely because 
of the effect the outcome will have 
politically on President Roosevelt 
and the democratic national organ- 
ization. 


While apparently keeping hands 


off the New York mayoral race, 
Roosevelt's control of the state

"Can you imagine a silly pair 


bidding

cards?" a very fine bridge player, 
the wife of a foreign 
diplomat, 


asked Waldemar von Zedtwiiz the 
other day after a duplicate session 
at Crockford's club. New York. Mr. 
von Zedtwitz is noted as one of the 
finest analysts of hands — their po- 
tential 
trick-taking 
powers 
and 


hence also the question of when 
and why they should be overbid — 
that there is in the world, but 
when this question was propounded 
to him, he scratched his ear with 
even more than his usual vigor. In 
fact, a slight flush appeared on his 
classic features because, as it hap- 
pened, the baron and his partner 
were the "silly pair" that the lady 
so scathingly denounced.
